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British man guilty 
of murdering

LONDON (Reuters) - A British man was found guilty 
on Wednesday of stabbing to death a teenage actor who 
played a role in the forthcoming Harry Potter film. 

Rob Knox, 18, died after being stabbed five times outside 
a bar near London in May 2007 as he tried to protect 
his younger brother Jamie, 17. Knox had a small part as 
Marcus Belby in the forthcoming “Harry Potter and the 
Half-Blood Prince.” 

Karl Bishop, 22, was found guilty of his murder at London’s 
Old Bailey criminal court. 

The court heard Bishop had been involved in a dispute 
with Knox at the bar the previous week. The following 
week he returned but was refused entry and ended up in 
another confrontation with Knox and his friends. 

He returned home and armed himself with two kitchen 
knives. During the altercation Bishop threatened that he 
“would stab anyone who came near him,” prosecutor 
Brian Altman said. 

The court heard that Bishop showed no signs of remorse. 
When told that Knox had died, he replied: “Yeah, 
sweet. ”□ 


Usher Backtracks on Chris Brown Biss

harm. I respect and wish the 
best for all parties involved.” 
Usher made the comments 
after viewing paparazzi shots 
of Brown taken during his 
reconciliation weekend with 
the “Disturbia” songbird. The 
duo was holed up in Sean 
“Diddy” Combs’ Star Island 
mansion, and while Rihanna 
opted not to emerge from the 
property, Brown kept publicly 
busy by riding around on a Jet 
Ski and logging time in the 
recording studio. 

“I’m a little disappointed in this 
photo. After the other photo?” 


Usher said, referencing the 
leaked shot police took of a 
bruised Rihanna. “C’mon, 
Chris. Have a little bit of 
remorse, man. The man’s on 
Jet Skis? Like, just relaxing in 
Miami?” The reunited Brown 
and Rihanna boarded a private 
plane Sunday night and are 
back in Los Angeles, staying 
together in a hotel. 

Should the Los Angeles 
District Attorney’s Office’s 
case against Brown proceed 
as planned, the R&amp;B star 
could be arraigned on charges 
as soon as tomorrow. □

WASHINGTON - After a 
dismal start to 2009, business 
people see more pain ahead, 
expecting no improvement in 
economic conditions till late 
this year at the earliest. 

Their pessimism was evident 
in the Federal Reserve’s latest 
snapshot of business activity 
nationwide. It showed sharp 
cutbacks affecting both blue- 
collar jobs that once churned 
out construction equipment 
and white-collar professionals 
like business consultants and 
accountants. 

From factories in Cleveland to 
high-tech firms in Texas and 
California, the Fed’s beige book 
reported widespread production 
declines. 

“National economic conditions 
deteriorated further,” the 
Fed’s survey concluded. “The 
deterioration was broadbased, 
with only a few sectors such 
as basic food production and 
pharmaceuticals appearing to 
be exceptions.” 

Looking ahead, business 
people rated the prospects “for 
near-term improvement in 
economic conditions as poor, 
with a significant pickup not 
expected before late 2009 or 
early 2010.” 

The survey summarizes 
information from businesses 
and others supplied to the 
Fed’s 12 regional banks. The 
information — most of it 
anecdotal — was collected on 
or before Feb. 23. It’s used by 
the Fed to get a better idea of 
what’s occurring at the ground 
level of the economy and will 
figure into discussions among 
Fed Chairman Ben Bemanke 
and his colleagues when they 
meet next on March 17-18. 

The Fed is widely expected 
to hold its key interest rate at 
a record low at that meeting 
as well as through the rest of 
this year to help revive the 
economy, which has been stuck 
in a recession since December 
2007. The Fed also has said 
it will consider expanding 
existing relief programs or 
come up with new ones to 
extinguish the worst financial 
crisis since the 1930s. 

Still, most economists believe 


the recession will drag on for 
most of this year even after 
the enactment of President 
Barack Obama’s $787 billion 
stimulus package of boosted 
federal spending and tax 
cuts designed to revive limp 
consumer spending and boost 
factory production. Bemanke 
told Congress Tuesday that the 
impact of the stimulus package 
is subject to “considerable 
uncertainty” given the current 
economic climate. 

The nation’s unemployment 
rate in January jumped to 7.6 
percent, the highest in more 
than 16 years, and the number of 
newly laid-off people signing up 
for unemployment benefits has 
been climbing in recent weeks. 


The government will release 
Febmary jobs data on Friday 
and many economists expect 
the unemployment rate rose to 
7.9 percent while employers cut 
nearly 650,000 jobs. 

The economy also has been 
battered by a collapse in the 
housing market and a lockup 
in lending that has made it 
difficult, and more expensive, 
for people to secure financing 
for homes, cars and household 
appliances. 

The Fed survey said there 
were “steep declines” in 
manufacturing activity in 
some sectors, and “pronounced 
declines overall.” 

Hardest hit were factories 
that make goods related to the 


housing industry. Construction- 
related equipment and materials, 
such as primary metals, 
wood products and electrical 
equipment, saw especially steep 
drops in production. So did 
makers of furniture and cars, 
the report said. 

Factories are getting hit by 
slower demand at home as 
well as overseas, where foreign 
customers are coping with their 
own economic troubles. 

In the Cleveland region, overall 
factory production dropped 
about 25 percent compared with 
a year earlier. 

Makers of computers, 
semiconductors and other 
information technology 

products saw further declines 


in production and orders in 
the Dallas and San Francisco 
regions. 

A few bright spots: makers 
of pharmaceuticals and 
biotechnology products saw 
production gains. The Boston 
region reported sales growing 
at a double-digit pace for 
biopharmaceutical firms. The 
Chicago region reported strong 
demand for pharmaceuticals 
and the Richmond region 
noted temporary hiring at 
pharmaceutical companies. 
Food processors and makers 
of certain chemicals also saw 
pickups in the San Francisco 
and Philadelphia regions. And 
airplane makers in the St. Louis 
region are planning to expand 
existing production, according 
to the Fed survey. 

White-collar businesses felt the 
recession, too. 

Demand continued to fall 
for professional services, 
such as business consultants, 
accountants and legal services. 
The Boston region reported 
“dismal” business for temporary 
staffing firms. A New York 
company noted that activity by 
a major employment agency 
“virtually ground to a halt.” 
And even health care services 
— one of the few parts of the 
economy that has been adding 
jobs during the recession — felt 
fallout from the downturn in the 
Richmond, Minneapolis and San 
Francisco regions. Providers of 
health care services reported 
falling patient volumes, which 
were partly attributed to a drop 
in elective procedures, those 
regions reported. 

Against that backdrop, 
consumer spending remained 
“very weak,” the Fed survey 
said. 

That’s not news to Mark 
Steinke, the owner of Revival, 
a 6-year-old antiques and home 
decor store in Chicago. Sales 
are down about 20 percent this 
year in his store as shoppers 
gravitate more toward cheaper 
purchases, or items that are 
unique and hard to replicate. 
And as sales fall, so does 
Steinke’s steady paycheck. 

“I think in today’s environment, 
the consistency is just not there, 
which is the most unsettling 
part,” he said. Q 


Ford to cut $10B in debt with cash, equity offer

DEARBORN, Mich. - Ford Motor Co. says it 
will eliminate up to $ 10.4 billion of its debt by 
offering debtholders cash and stock instead, as 
the automaker continues to restructure amid a 
severe automotive sales downturn. 

The Dearborn, Mich., automaker and its 
financial arm are putting up $2.2 billion in 
cash and about 500 million shares of stock 


to entice holders of bonds and secured-term 
debt. 

The company said Wednesday it is 
restructuring the debt to reduce its costs and 
remain competitive, and it still does not intend 
to seek government loans. 

General Motors Corp. and Chrysler LLC 
also are trying to swap debt for equity as a 
requirement of the $ 17.4 billion in government 
loans they have received.□

NEW YORK-The stock market 
is showing signs of life as 
investors find glimmers of hope 
for an economic turnaround. 
Stocks rallied Wednesday 
after a week of heavy selling 
on word of a possible Chinese 
economic stimulus package and 
an Obama administration plan 
to help struggling homeowners. 
A slightly better-than-expected 
report on the services sector also 
helped. All the major indexes 
rose more than 3 percent. 

The advance followed a week 
of unrelenting selling that has 
left major indexes plunging to 
levels not seen in more than a 
decade. “Virtually everyone 
was expecting some sort of a 
bounce, we just didn’t know 
exactly when that would occur,” 
said Randy Frederick, director 
of trading and derivatives at 
Charles Schwab. “You can’t go 
down forever.” 

Investors were encouraged 
by details of a government 
program designed to help as 
many as 9 million borrowers 
stay in their homes through 
refinanced mortgages or loans 
that are modified to lower 
monthly payments. 

Wall Street followed the lead of 
overseas markets, which rallied 
on optimism over a possible 
Chinese economic stimulus 
plan. Prices for oil and other 
commodities also climbed. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management, a trade group of 
purchasing executives, said its 
services index fell to 41.6 last 
month from 42.9 in January, 
slightly above Wall Street’s 
estimate of 41. Any reading 
above 50 signals growth. 
Investors showed relief after 
release of the Federal Reserve’s 
beige book, an assessment of 
the U.S. economy by region. 
The central bank said the 
economy has slowed further in 
the last two months and that the 
outlook for a quick recovery is 
bleak. Investors were relieved 
it wasn’t worse. There were 
some bright spots: companies 
that make pharmaceuticals and 
biotechnology products are 
seeing demand increase. 

In midaftemoon trading, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
rose 221.82, or 3.3 percent, 
to 6,947.84. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index added 23.28, 
or 3.3 percent, to 719.61, while 
the Nasdaq composite index 
gained 42.00, or 3.2 percent, to 
1,363.01. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 11.75, 


or 3.3 percent, to 372.76. 

Three stocks rose for every one 
that fell on the New York Stock 
Exchange, where volume came 
to a light 1.1 billion shares. 
Industrial and commodity- 
related stocks led the market 
higher as oil prices jumped on 
hopes for the Chinese stimulus. 
Exxon Mobil Corp. rose $1.14, 
or 1.8 percent, to $65.50 and 
Chevron Corp. rose $1.75, or 
3 percent, to $59.48. Other big 
gainers included aluminum 
producer Alcoa Inc., which 
advanced 68 cents, or 12.3 
percent, to $6.21, and Caterpillar 
Inc., which jumped $3.16, or 
14.1 percent, to $25.63. 

Wall Street has made attempts 
at a rally before, only to slump 
further as investors find little 
reason to hold on to stocks. 
Analysts warned that the 
market’s advance Wednesday 
could be fleeting. 

“Everybody’s been beaten up so 
much in the last couple weeks, 
you’ve got to believe that people 
are gun-shy,” said Bill Stone, 
chief investment strategist at 
PNC Wealth Management. 
“There’s going to be a little bit 
of a lack of conviction this week 
particularly ahead of the Friday 
employment numbers.” 

The Labor Department will 
release its employment figures 
for February on Friday. The 
monthly report has become one 
of the most watched indicators 
of the economy’s health, as 
rising unemployment and the 
loss of millions of jobs has led 
consumers to spend less. 

On Tuesday, stocks extended 
their losses; the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell to its first 
close below 700 since October 
1996. The decline, however, 
was milder than Monday’s drop, 
which saw the Dow sink nearly 
300 points and both the Dow 
and the S&P 500 index finish at 
their lowest levels since the late 
1990s. 

“We’re very oversold,” said 
Nicholas Colas, chief market 
strategist at BNY ConvergEx. 
“That’s been slim comfort in 
the last couple of months, but 
it’s still true.” 

General Electric Co. shares sank 
to an 18-year low Wednesday, a 
stark reminder that investors’ 
concerns about the financial 
sector have yet to subside. The 
company has been fighting 
speculation that it may have 
to sink more money into GE 
Capital, which makes loans for 
credit cards, overseas mortgages 
and commercial projects. Shares 
dove 25 cents, or 3.6 percent, to 
$6.76, after earlier falling to as 


low as $5.73, a level not seen 
since 1991. 

News that U.S. Bancorp is 
chopping its dividend by 88 
percent further rattled investors. 
The Minneapolis-based bank, 
viewed as one of the healthier 
companies in the industry, joins 
the ranks of JPMorgan Chase 
& Co. and dozens of other 
banks that have slashed their 
dividends to preserve capital 
amid the ongoing credit crisis 
and recession. U.S. Bancorp 
shares fell $1.63, or 13 percent, 
to $10.95. 

The market did get a bit of good 
news from the housing industry 
Wednesday, as homebuilder Toll 
Brothers Inc. said its loss in the 
fiscal first quarter narrowed as it 
slashed expenses. Still, revenue 
plummeted 51 percent as the 
company sold fewer homes. 
Bond prices were mixed. The 
yield on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note rose to 3 percent 
from 2.89 percent late Tuesday. 
The yield on the three-month T- 


bill slipped to 0.25 percent from 
0.26 percent. 

The dollar fell against other 
major currencies. Gold prices 
also fell. Light, sweet crude 
for April delivery rose $3.96 
to $45.61 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange.

Supreme Court rules against Wyeth in liability case

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - The U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled against the drugmaker Wyeth 
on Wednesday, holding that pharmaceutical 
companies can be held liable for harm from 
medicines that carry warnings approved by 
federal regulators. 

By a 6-to-3 vote in a major defeat for the 
pharmaceutical industry, the high court ruled 
that U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
labeling approvals do not pre-empt state laws 
and shield companies from damages as part of 
liability claims. 

A Vermont jury awarded $7 million in legal 
damages to a guitarist, Diana Levine. Part 
of her arm had to be amputated after she was 
improperly injected with the anti-nausea drug 
Phenergan made by Wyeth as part of treatment 
for a migraine. 

“The question we must decide is whether the 
FDA’s approvals provide Wyeth with a complete 
defense to Levine’s tort claims. We conclude 
that they do not,” Justice John Paul Stevens 
concluded in the court’s majority opinion. 
Levine’s attorneys argued Wyeth should have 
given stronger warnings about the dangers of 
administering the drug in the way she received 
it. 

Wyeth said its labeling on Phenergan provided 
clear instructions and warnings. The company 
also said it believed federal law prohibited it 
from revising the information. 

“We regret that the Supreme Court disagreed,” 
Bert Rein, an outside lawyer for Wyeth, said in 
a statement. 

Levine’s attorney and consumer advocates 
welcomed the ruling as a win for patients. 

The court’s opinion “reaffirms the important role 
state laws play in promoting consumer safety 
and providing compensation for injuries,” said 
David Frederick, the lawyer who argued the 
case for Levine. 

Federal pre-emption has been a major drug 


industry goal and was backed by the Republican 
Bush administration and business groups upset 
by large damage awards. 

Stevens rejected the argument that Levine’s 
claims of harm were pre-empted because it 
would be impossible for Wyeth to comply 
with both state-law and federal labeling 
requirements. 

He said Wyeth could have unilaterally 
added a stronger warning about the IV-push 
administration used with Levine, and there is 
no evidence the FDA would have rejected the 
change. 

Under federal law and FDA regulations, the 
manufacturer bears responsibility for the 
content of its label at all times, Stevens said in 
the 26-page opinion. 

He also rejected Wyeth’s argument that 
requiring it to comply with state-law duties 
to provide a stronger warning would interfere 
with Congress’ purpose of entrusting an expert 
agency with drug labeling decisions. 

Stevens said Levine presented evidence of at 
least 20 incidents before her injury in which a 
Phenergan injection resulted in gangrene and 
an amputation. As the amputations mounted, 
Wyeth could have analyzed the accumulating 
data and added a stronger warning, he said. 
Stevens said the FDA traditionally has regarded 
state law as a complementary form of drug 
regulation. 

“The FDA has limited resources to monitor the 
11,000 drugs on the market, and manufacturers 
have superior access to information about their 
drugs, especially in the post-marketing phase as 
new risks emerge,” he said. 

Chief Justice John Roberts and justices Antonin 
Scalia and Samuel Alito dissented. “This case 
illustrates that tragic facts made bad law,” Alito 
wrote. 

Neither federal law nor FDA regulations 
“suggest that juries may second guess the FDA’s 
labeling decisions,” he wrote. Q

The Nation — Spencer Ackerman takes a look at the White 
House’s new procurement guidelines and is pleasantly 
surprised: 

Obama went further in remarks at the White House, calling 
it a “false choice” to say that protecting the country requires 
acquiescence to Pentagon waste. “In this time of great 
challenges,” he said, “I recognize the real choice between 
investments that are designed to keep the American people 
safe and those that are designed to make a defense contractor 
rich.” He also lent support to Sens. Carl Levin (D-Mich.) and 
former presidential rival John McCain’s (R-Ariz.) legislation 
to create new procurement oversight positions at the Pentagon. 
“The days of giving defense contractors a blank check are 
over,” Obama said. 

...Obama has now placed defense-contracting reform at the 
center of his efforts at cutting wasteful spending, and he’s put 
cutting wasteful spending at the core of his deficit-reduction 
approach; and both the press and the Republican Party 
will watch that deficit-reduction approach as a test of his 
presidency. That line from his YouTube address on Saturday 
about being ready for a fight with lobbyists over his budget? 
He might mean it. 

The American Federation of Government Employees (AFGE) 
was also happy: 

“For too long, American taxpayers have had to foot the bill for 
unnecessary, and costly projects that have served only to line 
the pockets of contractors,” said AFGE National President 
John Gage...’’This administration intends to stop contracting 
out government services that should be performed by federal 
employees... We hope this is the end of the era of privatization 
during which agencies were forced to contract out regardless 
of cost or quality, and at the expense of integrity and 
accountability of federal programs.” 

From a structural budgetary perspective two of the most 
pernicious but least noticed trends of the Bush administration 
have been the explosion of contracting and the massive 
increase in defense spending. 

It cannot be repeated enough that defense spending over the 
last eight years — not including the two wars — has increased 
a shocking 77%. Anyone serious about “fiscal responsibility” 
should start with the low-hanging fruit and that’s Pentagon 
procurement. Kudos to the White House for getting the ball 
rolling. □ 
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The market’s harsh verdict on Obamanomics

New York - Officially, 
President Obama’s $3.6 trillion 
budget is titled “A New Era of 
Responsibility.” 

That’s false on two counts. It’s 
an era - not of responsibility, 
but of big-govemment taxation, 
spending, and regulation. And 
it’s not new. History is full of 
attempts to inflate the state to 
grow the economy. Virtually all 
have ended badly. As Monday’s 
sell-off reminds us, Wall Street’s 
verdict on Obamanomics has 
been quick and sharp. 

The president’s budget is right in 
castigating the “troubled past” of 
the Bush administration, which 
spent money like a drunken 
sailor on education, healthcare, 
bailouts, and two seemingly 
endless wars in the greater 
Middle East, with virtually 
no regard for how to pay for a 
rapidly growing national debt. 
But now we must confront 
the troubled future. Obama 
has adopted the big-spending 
policies of George W. Bush, 
with trillions more proposed 
for education, bailouts, and 
healthcare. He wants to sharply 
reduce (but not end) the 
American presence in Iraq. At 
the same time, he plans to deploy 
an additional 17,000 troops to 
Afghanistan, which may lead to 
an expanded quagmire there. 
Hasn’t Obama read the 
bestseller “Three Cups of Tea: 
One Man’s Mission to Promote 
Peace ... One School at a Time,” 
by Greg Mortenson and David 
Oliver Relin? A Pakistani 
general who talked with Mr. 


Mortenson aptly identified the 
real problem in Afghanistan: 
“The enemy is ignorance. The 
only way to defeat it is to build 
relationships with these people, 
to draw them into the modem 
world with education and 
business. Otherwise the fight 
will go on forever.” 

In some ways, Obama’s plans 
are more grandiose than 
Bush’s. He wants to encourage 
green technology and energy 
independence, and move toward 
national healthcare. The cost 
is enormous. The deficit for 
this year alone is expected to 
reach $1.7 trillion. To help pay 
for this, Obama proposes the 
largest tax increase in history. 
Some of this, such as new taxes 
on oil and gas companies, is 
explicit. Some of it, such as the 
new cap and trade program, is 
quite subtle. And some of it will 
“merely” repeal the Bush tax 
rates on high incomes. But all 
of it represents a tremendous 
muzzle on the economy at a time 
when it needs to be unleashed. 
Even these huge tax hikes won’t 
be nearly sufficient to pay for 
the outlays. In fact, to pay for it 
in full, The Wall Street Journal 
pointed out, Uncle Sam would 
have to confiscate every penny 
earned by Americans making at 
least $75,000 a year. What’s the 
future for Obamanomics? The 
stock market’s reaction doesn’t 
bode well. The Dow has fallen 
18 percent since the last trading 
day of Bush’s term. Clearly, 
Wall Street thinks that Obama’s 
tax, spend, and regulate policies 
will be a disaster. 


Despite the dire headlines, 
the world is not coming to an 
end, we are not headed into 
another Great Depression, and 
free-market capitalism has not 
breathed its last breath. 

In my book, “The Big Three 
in Economics,” I found that 
the press has frequently 
and prematurely written the 
obituary of Adam Smith and his 
free-market philosophy, only 
to see a new and more vibrant 
global marketplace reemerge 
after being savagely attacked 
by Keynesians, Marxists, and 
assorted socialists. Market 
capitalism survived and 
prospered after the boom-bust 
industrial revolution of the 
19th century, and the Great 
Depression and world wars of 
the 20th century. It will recover 
from the financial panic of 
2008-09 and Obamanomics. 
Adam Smith, the supreme 
defender of market capitalism, 
expressed this optimism well 
in 1776 when he wrote in “The 
Wealth of Nations”: 

“The uniform, constant, and 
uninterrupted effort of every 
man to better his condition ... is 
frequently powerful enough to 
maintain the natural progress of 
things toward improvement, in 
spite both of the extravagance of 
government, and of the greatest 
errors of administration.” 

In sum, the ideas of Adam 
Smith and his modem followers 
will make a comeback. Already, 
pro-market forces are gathering 
in Congress to defeat Obama’s 
ambitious and highly socialistic 
agenda. Q 
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Review: Kindle e-book reader comes to the iPhone 


NEW YORK - Amazon.com 
Inc. has received a lot of 
attention and respectable sales 
for its Kindle e-book reader, 
but it’s hardly made a dent 
in the hardcover armor of the 
old-fashioned paper book. 

On Wednesday, the Internet 
company revealed another 
prong of its strategy in making 
its gigantic e-book library 
available on a device already 
in millions of hands: the 
iPhone. 

This is a big step for e- 
books, which have lingered 
outside the mainstream for 
nearly two decades even as 
digital media have conquered 
music and film distribution. 
Amazon’s move combines a 
readily available device that’s 
suitable for reading with a 
good distribution system and 
reasonably priced books. 

That said, the first version 
of the iPhone application is 
crude, and Amazon would 
do well to release a software 
update soon to demonstrate its 
commitment to the iPhone. 

But before we get into that, 
let’s take a look at how the 
Kindle app works. It’s free, 
available in Apple Inc.’s 
App Store for U.S. residents. 
Amazon says it’s working 
on taking it international, 
though I wouldn’t hold my 
breath because that would 
involve securing international 
publishing rights. Apart from 
the iPhone, it will also work 
on the iPod Touch. 

Once you’ve loaded the 
app, you can buy books on 
Amazon’s Web store. You’ll 
have to use either a computer 
or the iPhone’s browser. 
Unlike some other e-book 
readers, including the Kindle, 
the app doesn’t have a built-in 
store. Considering that most 
people are familiar with the 
Web site, this isn’t a major 
shortcoming. 

New books cost a few dollars 
less than the print versions, and 
some public-domain books are 
available for 99 cents. 

Head back to the application, 
and it will load up the books 
you bought wirelessly. The 
Apple devices have gigabytes 
of storage memory, and unless 
you’ve filled it with music 
and movies, they can hold 
hundreds, even thousands of 
books. 


Tap one, and its text fills the 
screen. Turn the page by 
swiping over it with your 
finger. If you do something 
else with your phone, then 
return to the reader app, it will 
show you the last page you 
were reading, so there’s no 
need to fiddle with bookmarks 
or bend page corners. 

That’s great for reading short 
snatches here and there. Whip 
your iPhone out in the elevator, 
and your co-travellers won’t 
know that you’re ignoring 
them in the best way by 
catching up on Danielle Steel. 
You won’t look like a snob 
in the supermarket checkout 
line, even if you’re reading 
Stendhal’s “The Charterhouse 
of Parma.” 

Since the screen is backlit, you 
don’t need a light source. 

If you’ve already bought a 
book for the Kindle device, it 
will load on your iPhone for 
free, and vice versa. If you’re 
reading a book both on the 
Kindle and the iPhone, the two 
devices will communicate to 
keep track of how far you’ve 
read. 

This sounds elegant, but the 
app has a mildly annoying 
habit of freezing when it’s 
trying to communicate with 
Amazon when your wireless 
connection is weak. 

Most of the other shortcomings 
have to do with reading 
comfort. 

E-book readers haven’t taken 
off in part because people 
don’t like reading on a 
computer screen. The Kindle 
reading device, which costs 
$359, tackles that by using 
a novel screen technology 
known as electronic ink. It’s 
not backlit, so it looks a lot 
more like paper, but it has 
numerous drawbacks, most 
notably that it can’t show a 
bright white or a really dark 
black. Since it doesn’t show 
any colors either, it looks like 
gray, unbleached paper printed 
with weak ink. 

The iPhone and iPod Touch 
screens are nothing like that, 
of course. They have great 
contrast and color. But the 
Kindle app will show all 
books on a white background 
that many will find too bright, 
making it uncomfortable to 
read. You can turn down the 
screen brightness, but that 


will leave it too dark for other 
applications. 

Other e-book readers available 
on the iPhone, like eReader 
and Stanza, let you pick a 
background and text color that 
won’t hurt your eyes. These 
other reading applications also 
let you pick the font and set 
the margins on the screen. The 
only adjustment the Amazon 
app offers is the font size. 

I also noticed that the app cut 
off the ends of some indented 
paragraphs in Max Brooks’ 
“The Zombie Survival Guide,” 
making them impossible to 
read. 

The Kindle 2, which went on 
sale last week, doesn’t do this. 
Hopefully Amazon will fix 
the app before there’s a major 
zombie uprising. 

But the Kindle on the iPhone 
is still the best e-book reader 
I’ve seen so far. 

Other applications are 
hampered by a weak selection 
of books and inelegant 
ordering systems. You can 
probably find something you 
won’t mind reading on the 


eReader and Stanza, but if you 
have a particular book in mind 
from the outset, you’re likely 
to be disappointed. Stanza 
has the bad habit of freezing 
for nearly a minute when 
launched. 

A third, relatively new 
application called Shortcovers 
gave me frequent connection 
problems, and perplexingly it 
seems to emphasize providing 
samples rather than full books, 
even when the books are in the 
public domain. 

The eReader does have the 
virtue of being available for 
other cell phones, so you’re 
not completely left out if you 
don’t have an iPhone. Another 
alternative, Mobipocket, 
is available for practically 
every “smart” phone except 
the iPhone. But there are few 
phones out there with screens 
large and sharp enough to 
make reading pleasurable. 

The Kindle 2 is four times the 
size of the iPhone. You might 
prefer Kindle’s screen, but 
I think most people will be 
fine with the phone once they

get used to it. The dedicated 
reader has much longer battery 
life, but the iPhone will last 
for a domestic flight, and you 
need a charge the phone every 
other day or so anyway. 
Perhaps the biggest advantage 
of the Kindle 2 is that it can 
subscribe to newspapers, 
which load wirelessly every 
day. 

The iPhone makes up for this 
to some extent through free 
news applications. □ 


Catholics are urged to give up texting for lent 


ROME - Roman Catholic bishops in Italy are 
urging the faithful to go on a high-tech fast for 
Lent, switching off modern appliances from 
cars to iPods and abstaining from surfing the 
Web or text messaging until Easter. 

The suggestion goes far beyond no-meat 
Fridays, giving a modern twist to traditional 
forms of abstinence in the five-week period 
Christians set aside for fasting and prayer 
ahead of Easter. 

And it shows the Church’s increasing focus 
on technology’s uses — with many of the 
Lenten appeals posted on various dioceses’ 
Web sites. 

Dioceses and Catholic groups in Modena, 
southern Bari and other cities have called for 
a ban on text messaging every Friday in Lent, 
which began last week with Ash Wednesday. 
“It’s a small way to remember the importance 
of concrete and not virtual relationships,” 
the Modena diocese said in a statement. “It’s 
an instrument to remind us that our actions 
and lifestyles have consequences in distant 
countries.” 

The diocese said the “no SMS day” seeks to 
draw attention to years of conflict in Congo 
fueled in part by the struggle for control of 
coltan mines. The mineral is an essential 
material in cell phones. 

The Turin diocese is suggesting the faithful 
not watch television during Lent. In the 
northeastern city of Trento, the church has 
created a “new lifestyles” calendar with 
proposals for each week of Lent. 


Some ideas: Leave cars at home and hop on 
a bike or a bus; stop throwing chewing gum 
on the street and start recycling waste; enjoy 
the silence of a week without the Internet and 
iPods. 

Italian laity and clergy have reacted cautiously 
to the proposals. Some say Lenten abstinence 
should be a personal matter, and others 
contend that people who need technology to 
work shouldn’t be asked to do without. 

“What does giving up mean? If the use is 
capricious, then abstinence is welcome, but 
if technology is needed for work it makes 
no sense,” said the Rev. Giancarlo Angelo 
Andreis, a priest at a Rome basilica. 

“I have to decide how to experience the Lent 
period. I should give up something if I really 
feel it, not because the Church says so,” said 
26-year-old Angelo Dente. 

The Church is trying to balance an increasing 
appreciation of modern communication with 
a wariness of new media. 

In January, the Vatican launched its own 
YouTube channel, with Pope Benedict XVI 
welcoming viewers to this “great family that 
knows no borders.” 

Benedict praised social networking sites 
such as Facebook and My Space for forging 
friendships and understanding, but cautioned 
that online networking could isolate people 
from real social interaction. 

The pope has also warned about what he has 
called the tendency of entertainment media to 
trivialize sex and promote violence.□

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Britain’s Brown warns against U.S. protectionism

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown said 

Wednesday that an “economic 
hurricane” has swept the 
world and warned U. S. leaders 
against viewing the crisis as 
isolated to America’s borders. 
In a formal address to 
Congress, Brown said that 
resorting to protectionism 
would make every nation 
vulnerable. 

“Should we succumb to a 
race to the bottom and a 
protectionism that history tells 
us that, in the end, protects no- 
one?” he said. “No. We should 
have the confidence that we 
can seize the opportunities 
ahead and make the future 
work for us.” 

Brown addressed a joint 
meeting of Congress, an 
honor reserved for America’s 
closest allies, and was met 
by the lawmakers with pomp 
and enthusiasm. Despite the 
gloomy global economic 
outlook, the prime minister 


conveyed optimism, in a 
punchy speech pointing to 
future opportunity. 

“We should have the 
confidence— America and 
Britain most of all— that we 


can seize the opportunities 
ahead and make the future 
work for us,” he said. 

He predicted that the world 
economy would double in the 
next two decades. 


Brown’s remarks come as 
he is looking for a boost to 
his own political fortunes. In 
hard political times at home, 
Brown hopes to benefit from 
his earlier meeting with the 


new American president 
and to demonstrate British 
leadership at a time of 
economic uncertainty. 

It was unclear whether 
President Barack Obama, who 
hosted Brown at the White 
House on Tuesday, heard 
the British prime minister’s 
speech, but he later telephoned 
his congratulations. The office 
ofWhite House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said the two had 
a 10-minute conversation, and 
Obama thanked Brown for a 
productive visit. They met at 
the White House on Tuesday, 
and Brown was leaving 
Wednesday. White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs 
said he did not see Brown’s 
speech and did not know 
if Obama did. Brown was 
facing a U.S. Congress deeply 
divided on how to solve 
America’s economic crisis, 
with Republicans sparring 
with Obama on whether 
government intervention and 
money can salvage financial 
markets.

Court issues war crimes 
warrant for Sudan’s Bashir

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — The International 
Criminal Court issued an 
arrest warrant Wednesday for 
Sudanese President Omar al- 
Bashir on charges of war crimes 
and crimes against humanity in 
Darfur. He is the first sitting 
head of state the court has 
ordered arrested. 

The three-judge panel said 
there was insufficient evidence 
to support charges of genocide 
in a war in which up to 300,000 
people have died and 2.7 
million have fled their homes. 
Al-Bashir’s government 

denounced the warrant as part 
of a Western conspiracy aimed 
at destabilizing the vast oil-rich 
nation south of Egypt. 


African and Arab nations fear 
the warrant will destabilize 
the whole region, bring even 
more conflict in Darfur and 
threaten the fragile peace deal 
that ended decades of civil 
war between northern and 
southern Sudan. China, which 
buys two-thirds of Sudan’s 
oil, supports the African and 
Arab positions. Some African 
nations reportedly threatened 
to pull out of the court in 
retaliation for a warrant. Thirty 
African countries are among 
the court’s 108 member states. 
In a show of defiance Tuesday 
in anticipation of the decision, 
al-Bashir told supporters at a 
rally, “We are telling them to 
immerse it in water and drink it,” 
a common Arabic insult meant 
to show extreme disrespect. 


Hundreds of Sudanese waving 
pictures of the president and 
denouncing the court quickly 
turned out in a rally at the 
Cabinet building in Khartoum. 
Security was increased around 
many embassies, and some 
diplomats and aid workers 
stayed home amid fears of 
retaliation against Westerners. 
“He is suspected of being 
criminally responsible ... for 
intentionally directing attacks 
against an important part of 
the civilian population of 
Darfur, Sudan, murdering, 
exterminating, raping, torturing 
and forcibly transferring 
large numbers of civilians, 
and pillaging their property,” 
court spokeswoman Laurence 
Blairon said. If al-Bashir is 
brought to trial and prosecuted, 


he faces a maximum sentence 
of life imprisonment. 

The U.N., which has a joint 
peacekeeping mission in 
Darfur with the African Union, 
will continue to deal with al- 
Bashir, U.N. spokeswoman 
Michele Montas said at U.N. 


headquarters in New York. 
“President al-Bashir is the head 
of state of Sudan, and United 
Nations officials will continue 
to deal with president al-Bashir 
when they need to do so,” 
Montas said.

WASHINGTON - Former 
top aides to President George 
W. Bush agreed Wednesday 
to testify before Congress 
under oath about the firings of 
U.S. attorneys, a controversy 
involving allegations of political 
interference that became a maj or 
issue in Bush’s second term. 
The Bush White House had 
fought attempts to force Karl 
Rove and Harriet Miers to 


Associated Press 
testify, and the agreement — 
steered by aides to President 
Barack Obama — ended that 
constitutional standoff with 
Congress. Both the White House 
and lawmakers, especially 
now that Democrat Obama 
has replaced Republican Bush 
— were leery of having a judge 
settle the question about the 
limits of executive privilege, for 
fear of losing. The agreement 
calls for Rove and Miers, Bush’s 
top political adviser and White 


House counsel, to testify before 
the House Judiciary Committee 
in closed depositions “under the 
penalty for perjury,” said House 
Judiciary Committee Chairman 
John Conyers, D-Mich. The 
committee says it also might call 
the two for public testimony. 
The arrangement ends a lawsuit 
over whether former White 
House aides could be forced to 
testify about matters on which 
they advised the president. 
Bush had ordered his Rove 
and Miers not to testify in the 
U.S. attorneys investigation, 
and the Judiciary Committee 
sued a year ago. Last July, 
U.S. District Judge John Bates 
rejected Bush’s contention 
that senior White House 
advisers were immune from 
the committee’s subpoenas, 
siding with Congress’ power to 
investigate the executive branch. 
The Bush administration had 
appealed the decision. Bush 
spokesman Rob Saliterman 
said Wednesday, “At the urging 
of the Obama administration, 
and in consideration of the 
executive branch interests at 
stake, we have reached an 
accommodation with the House 
Judiciary Committee that 


satisfies the committee’s desire 
for additional information and 
will finally put this matter 
to rest.” Justice Department 
officials said the committee 
and the Obama administration 
would make a joint filing to the 
court asking the judge to stay 
the lawsuit over the issue. If the 
agreement is breached, the case 
could be revived. 

White House Counsel Greg 
Craig said the deal came after 
“a tremendous amount of hard 
work, patience and flexibility 
on both sides.” 

“The agreement will allow 
the committee to complete 
its investigation into the U.S. 
attorneys matter, and it will 
do so in the way such disputes 
have historically been resolved 

— through negotiation and 

accommodation between 

the legislative and executive 
branches,” Craig said. “The 
president is pleased that the 
parties have agreed to resolve 
this matter amicably.” 

At issue is the firing of nine 
U.S. attorneys. An internal 
Bush Justice Department 
investigation concluded that — 
despite administration denials 

— political considerations 


played a part in the firings of as 
many as four of them. 

Former Attorney General 
Michael Mukasey named a 
special prosecutor in September 
to investigate whether 
former Attorney General 
Alberto Gonzales, other Bush 
administration officials or 
Republicans in Congress should 
face criminal charges in the 
firings. 

Conyers said the committee also 
has the right to take a deposition 
from William Kelley, a former 
White House lawyer who played 
a role in the firings, and that 
Bush administration documents 
relevant to the dismissals will be 
turned over to the committee. 
“This is a victory for the 
separation of powers and 
congressional oversight,” 
Conyers said in a statement. 
“It is also a vindication of the 
search for truth. I am determined 
to have it known whether U.S. 
attorneys in the Department of 
Justice were fired for political 
reasons, and if so, by whom.” 
The committee will probably 
make the transcripts public, said 
a committee aide, who wasn’t 
authorized to immediately 
disclose committee plans.Q

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Border violence leads to armor-plated vehicles

SAN ANTONIO (AP) — The 
drug violence in Mexico has 
gotten so bad that booming 
numbers of Mexican and 
American professionals are 
having their cars fitted with 
armor plates, bulletproof 
glass and James Bond-style 
gadgets such as electrified 
door handles and push-button 
smokescreens. 

Until recently, it was mostly 
movie stars, business moguls 
and politicians who took such 
precautions. But now, industry 
officials say, the customers 
include factory owners, 
doctors, newspaper publishers 
and others who have business 
on both sides of the border and 
fear killings, kidnappings and 


WASHINGTON - The federal 
government will rewrite its 
agreements with local and 
state law agencies that enforce 
immigration laws to provide 
greater guidance and control, 
an Immigrations and Customs 
Enforcement official told a 
House panel Wednesday. 
William Riley said a draft of 
the document that will more 
clearly explain the purpose 
of a controversial program 
known as 287(g) is circulating 
within the agency. 

ICE, which is part of 
the Homeland Security 
Department, currently has 
67 agreements with local 
and state police agencies to 
enforce federal immigration 
laws. Police participation in 
287(g) began in 1996 and has 
escalated since 2006. As more 
agencies have signed on to the 
program, allegations of racial 
profiling and civil rights 
violations have risen. 

The 287(g) program was the 
focus of a House Homeland 
Security Committee hearing 
Wednesday. The scrutiny 
follows a Government 
Accountability Office 

investigation that found 
immigration officials didn’t 
clearly explain to officers how 
to use their arrest authority 
under the program, nor did 
they tell local officers that 
the program is meant for the 


carjackings by drug dealers or 
people in their debt. 

The customers “don’t have 
to be very big,” said Mark 
Burton, CEO of International 
Armoring Corp. of Ogden, 
Utah. “This becomes almost a 
necessity.” 

One San Antonio company 
said it expects a 50 percent 
increase in business this year. 
The modifications typically 
cost $80,000 to $100,000, and 
they are being done not just 
on limousines, but on Toyotas, 
Hondas, pickup trucks and 
SUVs. 

“I feel we need to be in a 
cocoon that is impenetrable,”

armored since October 2007.

The war between Mexican 
authorities and the country’s 
cocaine, marijuana and 
methamphetamine cartels has 
killed 1,000 people so far this 
year.

And 
finally, if the attacker makes 
it to the car, electrified door 
handles can give him a non- 
lethal jolt.

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1990s, but it was mostly for 
politicians, and mostly out of 
an abundance of caution. 
Nowadays, the danger is 
far greater, he said, noting 
that many kidnappings are 
happening in public places. 
“The main streets in Ciudad 
Juarez have assassinations in 
the middle of the day,” said 
Valencia, who did not want his 
company’s name to be used 
for fear of putting his clients 
in jeopardy. 

Companies that install 
bulletproofing—or “blindaje” 
in Spanish — have been doing 
a booming business in Mexico, 
too. But some businessmen, 
like the Juarez factory owner, 
who lives in the United States, 
are convinced the armoring is 
better in the U.S. 

Under a 2004 regulation, U.S. 


companies need an export 
license from the Commerce 
Department to ship a car that 
has been armored out of the 
country. The rule is aimed at 
preventing drug dealers and 
other criminals from acquiring 
such vehicles. 

Before the rule, Trent Kimball, 
CEO of San Antonio-based 
Texas Armoring Corp., put 
armor plating on vehicles for 
a customer who claimed to 
be a rancher. Kimball later 
found himself testifying at the 
customer’s drug-trafficking 
trial. 

Texas Armoring, which 
started in the 1970s armoring 
limousines and other vehicles 
for world leaders, did about 
100 cars last year and expects 
to complete 150 this year, 
Kimball said. □

Brown called on the House and 
Senate leaders to “seize the 
moment”because international 
leaders were willing more than 
ever to work together. 

“Just think how each of our 
actions, if combined, could 


mean a whole, much greater 
than the sum of the parts,” 
Brown said. 

The speech put heavy emphasis 
on the British-American 
“special relationship,” at a 
time of anxiety in Britain that 
America’s focus under the 
new U.S. administration was 
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drifting from Europe to the 
economic opportunities and 
growing powers in Asia. 

“I come in friendship to renew 
for new times our special 
relationship that is founded on 
our shared history, our shared 
values, and I believe, our 
shared futures,” Brown said. 
“I know there is no power on 
earth than can drive us apart.” 
Brown was using his 
Washington visit to lay the 
groundwork for a G-20 
economic summit of advanced 
and developing nations 
meeting in London next 
month. The summit, which 
Brown is chairing, is critical 
for improving global economic 
confidence as well as Brown’s 
political prospects. 

Brown said the United States 
would be able to work with the 
most pro-American European 
leadership in recent memory, 
a leadership that wants to 
cooperate more closely in 
order to be a stronger partner. 
The speech was panned at 
home by Liberal Democrat 


Deputy Leader, Vince Cable. 
“Gordon Brown seemed to 
offer a lot of warm words but 
very few hard plans to fight the 
recession which has engulfed 
the world economy and his 
government,” he said. 

Brown was addressing 
Congress a day after he 
became the first European 
leader to meet with President 
Barack Obama at the White 
House. Brown’s speech to a 
joint meeting of Congress was 
a useful stage for the British 
leader, who is seeking a boost 
at home from his U.S. visit. 
On Tuesday, Obama and 
Brown looked to coordinate 
U.S. and British approaches 
to fix the world economy. 
The two leaders sat down in 
the Oval Office for about an 
hour and shared a working 
lunch afterward in the White 
House residence. It was their 
third meeting, although their 
first since Obama became 
president in January. 

Brown came to Washington 
hoping to reach agreement 


with Obama on a pact to take 
into the G-20 summit next 
month. Brown wants the same 
banking standards governing 
transparency, disclosure, 
accountability and other 
issues that apply in the United 
States and Britain to apply to 
institutions in other nations, 
particularly those in areas 
like Eastern Europe and Latin 
America. For Brown, who 
has been falling significantly 
behind the conservative 
opposition in British opinion 
polls, the Washington visit 
presented a big opportunity. 
With his political fortunes in 
doubt, the British leader hoped 
that standing shoulder-to- 
shoulder with his much more 
popular American counterpart 
would give him a lift. 

At the same time, he needed 
to strike the right tone, not 
appearing too reluctant to 
challenge his trans-Atlantic 
ally. Brown’s predecessor, 
Tony Blair, was dismissed as 
President George W. Bush’s 
poodle by detractors.□ 


Britain gives Sen. Kennedy honorary knighthood

LONDON (AP) — He won’t be 
allowed to call himself Sir Ted, 
but U.S. Sen. Edward Kennedy 
has been awarded an honorary 


knighthood by Britain. 

Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown announced the honor 
Wednesday during an address 
to a joint session of Congress 
in Washington. Kennedy, who 
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is battling brain cancer, did not 
attend Brown’s speech. 

Brown said Kennedy had 
helped bring peace to Northern 
Ireland, expand health care for 
Americans and improve access 
to education for children around 
the world. 

“And for all those things we 
owe a great debt to the life 
and courage of Sen. Edward 
Kennedy,” Brown said. 

Brown referred to the senator 
as “Sir Edward Kennedy,” 
although unlike British knights 
he is not entitled to use the 
honorific “Sir” before his 
name. 

Knighthoods are bestowed 
by Queen Elizabeth II, but 
recipients are selected by the 
government or an advisory 
committee. 

Kennedy, scion of an Irish- 
American political dynasty, 
is known in Britain for his 
involvement in the long process 
that led to Northern Ireland’s 
1998 Good Friday peace 
accord. 

The 77-year-old brother of the 
late President John F. Kennedy 
has served in the Senate since 
1962. 

In a statement, Kennedy said 
he was “deeply grateful to 
her majesty the queen and to 
Prime Minister Brown for this 
extraordinary honor.” Q 
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‘Octomom’ spawns bills limiting embryo implants

ATLANTA - Lawmakers 
in two states, outraged by 
California’s “Octomom,” are 
seeking to limit the number 
of embryos that may be 
implanted by fertility clinics. 
The legislation in Missouri 
and Georgia is intended to 
spare taxpayers from footing 
the bill for women having 
more children than they can 
afford. But critics say the 
measures also would make 
having even one child more 
difficult for women who 
desperately want to become 
mothers. 

“What they are proposing is a 
cookie-cutter, one-size-fits-all 
approach,” said Dr. Andrew 
Toledo, medical director of the 
Atlanta-based Reproductive 
Biology Associates. “Not 
every couple and not every 
patient is the same.” 

Infertility doctors argue 
that decisions on how many 
embryos to transfer should 
be left up to medical experts 
familiar with a patient’s 
individual circumstances. 
Debate has raged since 
Nadya Suleman gave birth 
to octuplets in Bellflower, 
Calif., on Jan. 26. 

She has six other children, 
lives in her mother’s three- 
bedroom home and has relied 
on food stamps and disability 
income to provide for her 
family. 

“It’s unforgivable,” saidRalph 
Hudgens, a state senator who 
is sponsoring the Georgia bill. 
“This woman already has six 
children. She’s unemployed, 
and she’s going and having 
14 children on the backs of 
the taxpayers of the state of 
California.” 

Hudgens, a Republican, has 
proposed legislation that 
would allow no more than 
two embryos to be implanted 
at any one time in a woman 


younger than 40. For women 
older than 40, the legislation 
would limit the number of 
embryos to three to account 
for increased difficulty 
getting pregnant. 

Supporters say the measure 
is needed to rein in lucrative 
baby-making businesses 
often more concerned with 
success rates and profit than 
with ethics. 

Hudgens, a Republican, 
agreed to sponsor the bill 
after being approached by the 
Georgia Right to Life group. 
The proposal comes up for a 
hearing Thursday before the 
Senate’s Health and Human 
Services Committee. 
Supporters say the bill would 
cut down on the number 
of unused embryos. But 
opponents argue that would 
severely limit the options 
of women paying $10,000 
to $15,000 for each fertility 
cycle. 

In Missouri, a bill seeks 
to enact guidelines from 
the American Society for 
Reproductive Medicine. 
The guidelines include a 
recommended number of 
embryos that should be 
implanted in a woman based 
on her age and prognosis for 
a successful pregnancy. 

In most cases, the society 
calls for two or three embryos, 
though women older than 40 
could be implanted with up to 
five. 

“It’s just not a good thing to 
be having that many multiple 
births if you can avoid it,” 
said Missouri state Rep. Rob 
Schaaf, a family physician 
who sponsored the bill. “I’m 
just simply saying keep the 
risk down.” 

The legislative efforts concern 
Bemita Malloy, a federal 
prosecutor in Atlanta who 
said she would not have been 
able to have her 20-month-old 
daughter, Makenzie, under 


the proposed law. It took 25 
eggs and three in-vitro cycles 
for her to conceive one child. 
“They are legislating based 
on a knee-jerk reaction,” 
Malloy said. “What they 
don’t get is every embryo 
doesn’t make a baby. This bill 
is devastating.” 

Legal experts say limiting a 
woman’s right to procreate 
raises constitutional 

concerns. 

“I think it raises huge 
legal questions,” said Ruth 
Claiborne, an Atlanta lawyer 
specializing in family law 
and infertility issues. “There 
are individual legal interests 
in procreation, and I think 
you would almost certainly 
see this challenged (in the 
courts).” 

The American Society for 
Reproductive Medicine 
guidelines are not binding, 
but doctors do answer to 
individual state licensing 
boards. 

“This is an unregulated 
industry that is driven by 
money,” said David Prentice, 
senior fellow for life sciences 
at the conservative Family 
Research Center. 

Toledo, of the Atlanta 
reproductive group, said 
reproductive specialists are 
being tarnished by the actions 
of the doctor in California 
who implanted Suleman with 
six fertilized embryos. She 
went on to have octuplets 
after two of the embryos 
presumably split. 

The Medical Board of 
California said last week it 
was looking into the Suleman 
case to see if there was a 
“violation of the standard of 
care.” 

According to reports from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, about 20 
percent of clinics nationwide 
follow the guidelines. For 
women under 35, the reports

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Bad altimeter a lactor In Netherlands plane crash

AMSTERDAM (AP) — A 
false reading from a faulty 
altimeter caused an autopilot 
to sharply slow a Turkish 
Airlines jet short of the 
runway last month, sending 
it plunging into a muddy field 
and killing nine people, Dutch 
investigators said Wednesday. 
The flight carrying 135 
passengers and crew crashed 
a kilometer (less than a mile) 
from Amsterdam’s Schiphol 
Airport as it was landing 
on Feb. 25. The pilots were 
among the dead. 

One of the plane’s altimeters, a 
device that measures altitude, 
had registered that the plane 
was flying below sea level and 
caused the autopilot to rapidly 
reduce power before the crash, 
officials said. 

The Boeing 737-800’s flight 
recorders showed false 
readings from the same 
altimeter on two flights before 
the crash, chief investigator 
Pieter van Vollenhoven said. 
He did not say if pilots had 
noticed the previous incorrect 
readings. 

The Dutch Safety Authority 
said it had issued a warning 
to Boeing as a result of its 
investigation, asking the 
company to alert customers 
that when altimeters are not 
functioning properly “the 


automatic pilot and the gas 
system coupled to them may 
not be used for approach and 
landing,” Van Vollenhoven 
said. 

Boeing said it was reminding 
all operators of its 737s to 
carefully monitor primary 
flight instruments during 
critical phases, adding that it 
was carefully monitoring the 
fleet. 

The deputy chairman of the 
Turkish pilots’ association, 
Ahmet Izgi, told Turkey’s 
NTV news channel that the 
preliminary Dutch findings 
were “not satisfactory” and 
said it would be odd for the 
pilots to not react to a false 
altimeter reading in time to 
save the plane. 

The Turkish Civil Aviation 
Directorate said the 
“announcements and given 
answers are far from clarifying 
the reasons behind the 
accident and bringing about a 
conclusion.” 

Van Vollenhoven said landing 
the plane on autopilot was not 
unusual and the pilots could 
not see the runway as the plane 
began its descent because of 
clouds and a light rain. 

At 1950 feet (around 700 
meters) the airplane’s left 
altimeter suddenly and 
mistakenly registered an 
altitude of 8 feet (about 2 
meters) below sea level and 


passed the reading on to the 
automatic control system, Van 
Vollenhoven said. 

According to conversation 
recorded between the plane’s 
captain, first officer and an 
extra first officer on the flight, 
the pilots noticed the faulty 
altimeter but didn’t consider 
it a problem and didn’t react, 
Van Vollenhoven said. 

But the autopilot reduced gas 
to the engines and the plane 
lost speed, decelerating until, 
at a height of 450 feet (150 
meters) it was about to stall. 
Warning systems alerted the 
pilots. 

“It appears that then the pilots 
immediately gave gas, full 
gas, however it was too late to 
recover,” Van Vollenhoven told 
reporters. He said it would be 
for courts to apportion blame. 
The plane fell into a freshly 
plowed field, striking the 
ground tail first and breaking 
into three pieces. 

Eyewitnesses said it seemed to 
fall from the sky. Passengers 
who survived had noticed the 
pilot gunning the engines at 
the last minute. Some didn’t 
realize the landing had gone 
wrong until other passengers 
began opening emergency 
doors. Those killed in the 
crash included five Turks and 
four Americans. 

Turkish Airlines said the dead 
included the three pilots.

The American dead included 
three Boeing employees on a 
business trip unrelated to the 
flight. 

As of Wednesday, 28 survivors 
are still hospitalized. 

The investigation is expected 
to last until the end of the 
year. Van Vollenhoven 
said that from now on “the 
technical investigation will 
be directed at the functioning 
of the automatic pilot, the 
automatic gas control system, 
and their coupling to the radio 


altimeter.” 

The Turkish pilot’s association 
had earlier suggested the crash 
was due to “wake turbulence” 
from a large plane, a Boeing 
757, that had landed at 
Schiphol Airport two minutes 
earlier. 

Wake turbulence forms behind 
an aircraft as it passes through 
the air.

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) — 
The Orlando Magic overcame 
a season-high 24 turnovers to 
beat the Phoenix Suns 111-

Dwight Howard had 21 points 
and eight rebounds in a bruising 
battle with Shaquille O’Neal, as 
Orlando went ten points clear 
atop its division. The Magic 
has the league’s fourth-best 
record overall. 

O’Neal finished with 19 points 
and 11 rebounds, outmuscling 
his original team for most of 
the night before he lost his cool 
late, again drawing boos by the 
Orlando crowd.

The Pistons have won three 
straight for the first time in 
two months to move a game 
over .500 in a season that was 
stunted by a trade that sent 
Billups to Denver for Allen 
Iverson.

Agent: Warner, Arizona agree 
to two-year, $23M deal

PHOENIX (AP) — Quarterback Kurt Warner agreed to stay with 
the Arizona Cardinals for a two-year, $23 million contract on 
Wednesday. 

The agent for 37-year-old Warner said the deal included a $15 
million signing bonus. 

“We finally got it done,” agent Mark Bartelstein told The Associated 
Press. “We’re excited about that. I think it’s good for everybody.” 
Warner made a highly publicized visit to the San Francisco 49ers 
on Monday but had made it clear he wanted to remain in Arizona, 
where he was the catalyst of the Cardinals’ improbable run to the 
Super Bowl. The Cardinals have an offense tailored to Warner’s 
skills with two of the game’s top wide receivers in Larry Fitzgerald 
and Anquan Boldin. 

The deal came after Warner lowered his demands on Tuesday. 
Initially, he had sought to be among the top five paid quarterbacks 
in the NFL, about $14.5 million a year. But on Tuesday, he told 
Bartelstein to offer Arizona a two-year, $23 million deal. The 
Cardinals initially had offered two years and $20 million. 

Warner has been with the Cardinals for four seasons but had to win 
the starting job from Matt Leinart in training camp a year ago. He 
went on to have a Pro Bowl season that rivaled his league MVP 
days with the St. Louis Rams. 

He started all 20 games for Arizona last season. In 16 regular- 
season games, Warner completed 67 percent of his throws for 
4,583 yards and 30 touchdowns, with 14 interceptions. 

In four playoff games, he was even better, completing 68 percent 
of his passes for 1,147 yards and 11 touchdowns, with three 
interceptions. 

But for one extremely costly interception, he was brilliant in 
Arizona’s 27-23 loss to Pittsburgh in the Super Bowl, completing 
31 of 43 passes for 377 yards and three touchdowns. 

Warner’s return to the top was one of the best stories of last 
season, another chapter to his storybook career. His well-known 
tale includes stocking shelves in a supermarket, then working his 
way through the Arena Football League and NFL Europe to the St. 
Louis Rams, where he was thrust into the starting job after an injury 
to Trent Green. Warner led the Rams to two Super Bowls, winning 
one of them, in three years but lost his starting job and left as a free 
agent for the New York Giants, where he was displaced by rookie 
Eli Manning. Then it was off to Arizona, where Warner was an 
off-and-on starter before taking over last year in Ken Whisenhunt’s 
second season as coach. □

Ramirez 
helped the Dodgers win the 
National League West by 
hitting .396 with 17 homers 
and 53 RBIs in 53 regular- 
season games. In the playoffs, 
he batted .520 with four 
homers, 10 RBIs, nine runs 
and 11 walks in eight games. 
Dodgers general manager Ned 
Colletti and manager Joe Torre 
left spring training in Arizona 
and met on Wednesday in the 
Los Angeles area with owner 
Frank McCourt, Ramirez 
and the player’s agent, Scott 
Boras. 

Los Angeles announced last 
week that Ramirez declined 
its latest offer, a $25 million, 
one-year contract with a $20 
million player option for 
2010. That deal would have

Gagne, Knuble lead Flyers 
past East-leading Bruins

BOSTON - Boston Bruins coach Claude Julien prefers to look 
at his team as the one that holds the best record in the Eastern 
Conference, not the one that’s lost eight of 11 games heading into 
the NHL trading deadline. 

“My job is to coach the players that I have,” Julien said Tuesday 
night after the Flyers scored four straight goals to beat Boston 4-2. 
“I’ve had this team all year, we’re in first place, so I think we’re 
capable of doing a good job. If we get some help, so be it.” 

The trading deadline is 3 p.m. EST Wednesday, and the Bruins 
have been actively involved in talks for reinforcements. 

Simon Gagne had two goals and an assist and Mike Knuble had a 
goal and two assists for the Flyers, who have won six of their last 
nine games to solidify their hold on fourth place in the Eastern 
Conference. 

“We’re in a playoff spot now, and what we do is going to affect 
where we go,” Flyers coach John Stevens said. “I think our focus 
right now has to be on us.” 

Antero Nittymaki stopped 22 shots and Scottie Upshall also 
scored as the Flyers played their second game since the return of 
Danny Briere, who missed the previous 36 games with a groin and 
stomach injury. 

Patrice Bergeron and Stephane Yelle scored for Boston and Manny 
Fernandez made 22 saves. 

At Toronto, Johnny Oduya scored 4:48 into overtime and Martin 
Brodeur stopped 30 shots to move within four wins of breaking 
Patrick Roy’s NHL mark of 551. 

David Clarkson and Patrik Elias scored in regulation for New 
Jersey. John Mitchell scored twice for the Maple Leafs.

At St. Louis, Detroit overcame an early injury to star forward 
Marian Hossa in Chris Osgood’s first shutout of the season. 

Hossa, the Red Wings’ leading scorer with 34 goals and 61 points, 
was hospitalized for observation after slamming headfirst into the 
boards early in the first period. 

Tomas Kopecky, Henrik Zetterberg, Kris Draper, Niklas Kronwell 
and Valtteri Filppula scored and Osgood stopped 22 shots for his 
299th win with the Red Wings, who have won three of four.

At Atlanta, rookie Michael Frolik scored twice, Stephen Weiss had 
three assists and Florida moved into fifth place in the East. 

Cory Stillman and Richard Zednik also scored for the Panthers.

EIIIU actua con hipocresi'a en 


CARACAS (AP) - El 
gobiemo de Estados Unidos 
actua con una “hipocresla 
total” en el combate al 
narcotrafico y no tiene 
“moral” para senalar a 
otros palses de no colaborar 
en esa materia, afirmo el 
miercoles el vicepresidente 
Ramon Carrizalez. 

“Es una hipocresia total

En un acto en el Ministerio 
de laDefensa, donde asumio 
ese despacho de forma 
temporal, el vicepresidente 
indico que “Estados Unidos 
de manera descarada y de 
manera cinica nos acusa 
de no colaborar en la lucha 
contra el trafico de droga 
porque no permitimos que 
la DEA actue abiertamente 
en nuestro pais violando 
nuestra soberania”. 
Carrizalez hizo la 
declaration en alusion 
al i nf orme que emitio 
la semana pasada el 
Departamento de Estado 
que senalo que el gobiemo 
del presidente Hugo 
Chavez “se nego a cooperar 



en casi todos los temas 
bilaterales del narcotrafico, 
rechazando las criticas 
estadounidenses y acusando 
al gobierno de ser complice 
de las organizaciones del 
narcotrafico”. 

“Quintense la careta, 
combatan dentro de su 
pais el consumo, combatan 
dentro de su pais el cultivo, 
la production de droga, y 
entonces tendran moral, y 
tendran credibilidad cuando 
acusen a otros paises 
que son victimas de todo 
este problema”, agrego 
Carrizalez. 

Chavez fustigo el pasado 
fin de semana el informe 
del Departamento de Estado 
correspondiente al 2008, 
y dijo que Estados Unidos 
“es el pais que mas apoya el 
narcotrafico en este planeta. 
Es Estados Unidos el primer 
consumidor de drogas del 
mundo”. 

Las acciones conjuntas 
entre Venezuela y Estados 
Unidos para combatir el 
narcotrafico terminaron en 
el 2005, cuando Chavez 
suspendio la cooperacion 


con la agenda antidrogas 
estadounidense, la DEA, 
alegando que sus agentes 
incurrieron en actividades 
de espionaje. Dos miembros 
de la DEA continuan en 
el pais, pero funcionarios 
estadounidenses dicen que 
su trabajo se ha visto muy 
limitado. 

El documento del 
Departamento de Estado 
indica que el narcotrafico 
en Venezuela se incremento 
cinco veces desde el 2002, 
respecto de las 50 toneladas 
metricas de entonces, a 
250 en el 2007, segun 
estimaciones, y que los 
carteles han aprovechado 
“su geografia, corruption y 
un debil sistema judicial, las 
incompetentes y en algunos 
casos complices fuerzas 
de seguridad, ademas de 
la falta de cooperacion a 
nivel intemacional contra 
el narcotrafico”. 

El informe fue preparado 
durante el gobierno del 
ex presidente George W. 
Bush, pero fue firmado por 
la administration de Barack 
Obama. □
